THE OVERWORKED POSTAL CLERKS. 

Representative Williams, of Wisconsin, 
will endeavar, in the Post-Office Appropria- 
tion bill, te secure an increase of com- 
peusation for the railroad postal clerks 
and route agents. He nas received 
from the Association of Route Agents a peti- 
tion signed by S. H. Vedder, which certainly 
tells a pitiful story as to the necessities of 
these clerks. It will be remembered that 
under Democratic administration, in the 
name of economy, the Pust-Offive appropria- 
tion was greatly reduced. ‘The reute agency 
appropriation was much diminished. The 
Superintendent of the Railway Mail Service, 
Mr. Thompson, called bis Division Superin- 
tendents together and asked them whether 
any of the force could be spared. They re- 
ported that, on the contrary, 300 
more were needed. As a result of 
this conference the route agents all staled 
and pro rated the reduced pay, which the 
Democrats ¢hosé to rob them of. This very 
considerably reduced their salaries.

their positon. It says, among other things:

THE BRIG ARMSTRONG. 

The bill for the relief of the owners of the 
brig Armstrong, destroyed by the British 
fleet in the war of 1812, was before the Com- 
mittee of Foreign Affairs this morning, and 
Mr. Rice was ordered to report it favorably 
to the House. The brig Annstrong is the 
American privateer which was destroyed by 
the British in the harbor of Fayal, after acts 
of extraordinary bravery on the part of the 
crew. The effect of their heroism was to 
delay the British fleet tor four days 
so that it could not go to the 
relief of New Orleans. The victories of 
the Union forces in that city have been often 
attributed to the brave acts of this privateer. 
The owner and Captain of the ship are dead, 
and Reid, the son of the owner, is the only 
survivor, The amount ot the claim is $78,000, 
Daniel Webster made an eloquent speech in 
support of this claim. The demand was first 
made upon Portugal for payment, as Fayal 
was a neutral port, and the matter was re- 
ported to Napoleon for arbitration, but ‘the 
United States neglected the case. The award 
was against the United States. Mr. Reid, in 
his report, favors the payment as an act of 
long-delayed justice.

The following communication has been 
received by the Marne ‘Hospital Bureau 
from the Collector of Customs at Waldobora, 
Me.: I herewith transmit the relief certifi- 
cate in the esse of the application for relief 
of Alonzo B. Henderson, one of the three 
survivors of the crew of eight men of the ill 
fated schooner Almon Bird, which found- 
ered off Boon Island light in the storm of 
the 4th, 5th, and 6th of January.

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A TALK WITH MR. ROW. 


What oue of the Most Experienced 
State Insurance Officials in the Coun- 
try Has to Say of fhe Assessment 
Vagary and Kindred Topics. 

Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Lansinea, Mich., Feb. 2.—In an interview 
with Mr. Samuel II. Row, State Insurance 
Commissioner of Michigan, much that is in- 
teresting and of public value is pretty certain 
to be obtained. Mr. Row is almost the senior 
in term of office of the various State Commis- 
sioners, having held his present position for 
thirteen years. He was found by your cor- 
respondent jn the fine apartments of the In- 
surance Department in the massive and hand- 
some State Capitol building. 

Mr. Row had not yet received the annual 
reports of many of the Lite Companies doing 
business in Michigan, but had no doubt they 
would show good results for the past year. 
Most of the regular Life-Insurance Compa- 
nies of the country were in admirable con- 
dition, and were doing a satisfactory business 
alike to themselves and the publi¢ 

Concerning the codperative or assessment 
societies, Mr. Row. Uke all other unbiased 
insurance authorities, was inclined to be 
quite critical. He had always regarded them 
as unsound in theory and open to every 
chance for fraud in management. Some 
were honestly conducted, and he had hoped 
that such ones in his own State would have 
ere this succeeded in getting statutes enacted 
calling for annual reports to the Insurance 
Department and the giving of bonds by the 
officers of the societies for the safe-keeping 
and disbursement of funds. A lawof this 
kind had been proposed at the last session 
of the Michigan Legislature. The bonds to 
be given were Dy the provisions of this pro- 
posed law to be subject to the approval of 
the Commissioner. The reputable codper- 
atives of the State were in favor of the act, 
but the others were not, and it was defeated ; 
though Mr. Row thought that, after the two 
years of intervening experience, the State 
would be ripe for such an enactment next 


session. 

Mr. Row conceded that the codperative ab- 
surdity was still rampantin his State, but 
believed time, the good sense of the peo- 

je, and the aid of the press would ultimate- 
y extinguish it. He knew that many Michi- 
gan perative cencerns had already ex- 
pired, though he could, of course, make no 
official announcement of the fact, because 
he had no — sources of information or 
authority over ni.

BLAINE’S APPEAL 
IN BEHALF OF THE DIGNITY OF THE AMERI- 
CAN PEOPLE. 

Wasutnoton, D. C., Feb. 3.—The follow- 
ing letter was sent to President Arthur to- 
day by ex-Secretary Blaine: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 3.—To the President 
of the United States: The suggestion of a con- 
gress of all American nations to assemble in the 
City of Washington for the purpose of agreeing 
on such a basis of arbitration for international! 
troubles as would remove all possibility of war 
on the Western Hemisphere was warmly ap- 
proved by your predecessor. His assasination 
July 2 prevented bis issuing the invitation to 
the American States. After your accersion to 
the Presidency 1 acquainted you with the 
project, and submitted to you the draft for such 
an invitation. You received the suggestion 
with most appreciative consideration, and, 
after carefully examining the torm of in- 
vitation, directed it to be sent. It was 
accordingly dispatched in November to the in- 
dependent Governments of America. North and 
South, iucluding all, from the Empire of Brazil 
to the smallest Republic. In a communication 
addressed by the present Secretary of State on 
the th of last month to Mr. Trescott, and ro- 
cently sent to the Senate. 1 was greatly sur- 
prised to find a proposition looking to the an- 
nullment of these invitations, and n 

I WAS STILL MORE SURPRISED 
when I read the reasous assigned. [quote Fre- 
lingbuysen’s language: “The United States is 
at peace with all nations of the earth, and the 
President wishes hereafter to determine whether 
it willeonduce to the genera! peace, which be 
would cherish and promote, for this Govern- 
ment to entbr into negotiations and consulta- 
tion for the promotion of peace with selected 
friendly uationalities without extending 
the line of confidence to other 
people with whom the United States 
is On equally friendly terms. If such partial 
confidence would create jealousy and ii!-wilil, 
peace, the object sought by such consultation, 
would not be promoted. The principles con- 
trolling the relations of the Republics of this 
bemisphere with other nationalities may, on in- 
vestigation, be found to be so well established 
that little would be gained at this time by re- 
opening the subject, which is not novel.” If I 
correctly apprebend the meaning of these 
words, it is that we might offena some European 
Powers if we sbould hold in tne United States a 
congress of selected nationalities’ of America. 
THIS 18 CERTAINLY A NEW POSITION 
for the United States to assume, and one which 
Learnestly beg you will not permit this Govern - 
ment to cecupy. European Powers assemble in 
Congress whenever an object seems to them of 
sufficient importance to justify it. I dave 
never heard of their consulting the Government 
of the United States in regard to the propriety 
of theirso assembiing, nor have J ever known 
their inviting an American representative to be 
present, nor would there in my judgment be 
any good reason for their so doing. Two Pres- 
dents of the United States in the year 1881 ad- 
judge it to be expedient that American Powers 
should meet in Congress for the sole purpose of 
agreeing upon some basis for arbitration 
of differences that may arise between 
them, and for the prevention, as far as 
possible, of wars in the future. If 
that movement is now to be arrested for fear it 
may give offense in Europe, the voluntary 
humiliation of this Government could not be 
more complete, unless we should petition 
European Governments for the privilege of 
holding the Congress. 
I CANNOT CONCEIVE 


‘how the United States could be placed in a less 


enviable position than would be secured by 
sending in November a cordial invitahon to all 
American Goveruments to meet in Washington 
for the sole purpose of concerting measures of 
peace, andin January recalling the invitation 
for fear it might create jealousy and ill-will ”’ 
on the part of monarchical governments in 
Europe. It would be difficult to devise a more 
effective mode of making enemies of the Amer- 
ican Governments, and it would certainty not 
add 30 our prestige iu the European 
world. Nor can 1 see, Mr. President, 
bow European Governments should feel * jcal- 
ousy and ili-will” toward the United States be- 
cause of av effort on our part to assure lasting 
peace between the nations of America, unless 
indeed it be the interest of the European Powers 
that the American nations should at intervals 
fall into war, and bring reproach on republican 
government. But from that very circumstance 
Isee au additional and powerful motive for 
American Governments to be ut peace among 
themselves. The United States is indeed at 
peace with all the world, as Mr. Frelinghuysen 
well says; but there are,and have been, seri- 
ous troubles between other American Republics. 
Peru, Chili, and Bolivia bave been for more than 
two years engaged in a desperate conflict. It 
was the fortunate intervention of the United 
States last spring that averted war between Coil! 
and the Argentine Republic. Guatemala is at 
this moment asking the United States to inter- 
pose its good offices win Mexico, to keep 
off war. 
THESE IMPORTANT FACTS 
were all communicated in your late message to 
Congress. It is the existence or menace of 
these wars that influenced President Garfeid, 
and as I supposed influenced yourself, to desire 
a friendly conference of all nations of America 
to devise methods of permanent peace and con- 
sequent prosperity for all. Sball the United 
States now turn back, bold aloof, and refuse to 
exert its great moral power for the advantage 
of its weaker neighbors? If you bave not for- 
mally and fully recalled the invitations toa 
peace Congress, Mr. President, 
I BEG YOU TO CONSIDER WELL

This vast nalance 
was paid by usin foreign exchange, and a very 
large proportion of it went to Engiand, where 
shipments of cotton, provisions, and breadstuffs 
supplied the money. If anything should change 

or check the balance in our favor in European 
trade, our commercial exchanges with Spanish 
America would drain us of our reserve of gold 
oolu ata rate exceoding $100,000,000 per annum, 
and would probably precipitate the suspension of 
specie payment in this Country. Such a result 
at home might be worse than a little jealousy 
and ill will“ abroad. I do not say, Mr. Presi- 
dona. that the holding Of a peace congress will 
necessarily change the currents of trade, but it 
will bring us into kindly relations with all the 
American nations; it will promote the reign of 
peace, and law, and order; u will increase pro- 
duction and consumption; and will stimulate 
the demand for articics which American manu- 
facturers can furnish with profit.

A FRIENDLY AND AUSPICIOUS BEGINNING 
in the direction of American influence and 
American trade in a large fleld which we have 
hitherto greatly neglected, and which das been 
practically monopolized by our commercial 
rivals in Europe.

TOE PRESIDENT’S POSITION. 
WHAT HE HAS AND HAS NOT DONE. 

Wasurneron, D. C., Feb. 3 a. m.—It is 
understood that after the circular invitation 
for an international congress was issued, 
another set of instructions was given 
Trescott, authonzmg him, when he 
left Chili, to return by Buenos 
Ayres and Rio de Janeiro. The 
date of meeting, as the Circular stated, was 
put ata remote day,in hopes that the exist- 
ing differences in South America might at 
that time be arranged, and all take a peace- 
able partin a general congress. When the 
President's attention was first called 
to this second instruction to Trescott to 
visit Brazil and the Argentine Republic’ 
with express reference to this international 
congress, thus precipitating the whole mat- 
ter, he simply directed Trescott should not 
go on that mission, and the President has not 
revoked the invitation to an international 
congress; butit has been understood that, 
as Congress. is now assembled, it is 
proposed to submit the whole subject 
to it. and that he will be controlled in his 
action by its will. The instructions do not 
refer to Europe, or to any other friendly 
Powers than those which were to be reached 
byinvitation to the international congress. 
Whether Mr. Frelinghuysen’s phraseology 
admits of a broader construction is not the 
question which concerns the President. 
What he directed simply was that Trescott 
should not have a consultation and negotia- 
tion with two out of all the friendly Powers 
on this continent.

HIS GRIEVANCE I8 TRULY A GREAT ONE IF 
IT BE JUDGED BY THE LENGTH OF HIS 
LETTER ABOUT IT. 

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 3—The Free Press 
of tomorrow morning will contain a letter 
from ex-Minister Christianey, of Peru, reply- 
ing to some editorial comments of that paper 
on the recently published diplomatic eorre- 
spondence between the United States and 
Peru. After referring to editorial comments 
in various papers, Judge Christiancy pro- 
ceeds to give the following interesting state- 
ment of facts: 

, While there I never, so far as I recollect or be- 
lieve, wrote a dispatch while Minister to 
Peru to Mr. Blaine as Secretary of State con- 
taining any of the words or sentiments quoted 
in your editorial of today, or in your former ed- 
itorial upon the same subject, or in Taz CNICA- 
Go TRIBUNE above referred to. Dispatches as 
used in reference to communications from pub- 
lic Ministers to the Secretary of State or from 
ulm to such Ministers mean formal official com- 
munications, which are numbered in regular 
series, recorded in the legation or Stato De- 
partment from which they are written, and go 
into the les of the legation or department to 
which they are written as part of the public rec- 
ords. These regular dispatches, therefore, to 
the State Department are open to be read by the 
clerks in the office and by other persons they 
may permit to read them and liabie to get into 
the newspapers, and, though matters of a pri- 
vate or confidential nature which ought never 
to be publisbed are sometimes included in these 
“dispatches,” 


A DISCREET SECRETARY OF STATE, 
when any part of the dispatch so called for for 
publication, is always supposed to exercise a 
sound discretion in withboiding from publica- 
tion such dispatches, or parts of them, the pub- 
lication of which might be detrimental to the 
public interest. A Minister to a foreign coun- 
try, especially one like Peru during her recent 
war with Chill, may be supposed to have 
learned many important facts, and from 
observation to have drawn some ob- 
vious inferences, which he may 
think the Secretary of State and the President 
might like to know—which they might: think 
useful to them as bearing upon the foreign 
policy of the country, and which may be of 
such a nature that to have them made public 
would defeat all the benefit which ought to be 
received from such information. Now the fact 
that a man is a public Minister of the United 
States does not divest bimof the right, which 
any other man has, of writing a confidential let- 
ter to the man who bappens to be Secrotary of 
State, giving ali such information, in the same 
free, unrestrained manner as he would ina 
private communication with the Secretary and 
President, stating such facts and making such 
observations, and in such mauuer as 
NO SANE MAN WOULD THINK OF EMBODY- 

ING IN A FORMAL “ DISPATCH” 
to go on the files of tne Department, to be read 
by cler«xs, and liable to get into print, and thus, 
without any real cause, to excite the jealousies, 
the passions and suspicions, or to wound the 
sensibilities and alarm the interests of other 
nations, and perhaps to give personal offense 
to officers, individuals, and classes of persons ia 
other countries. With these views,baving already 
kept the Department as fully informed as pub- 
lic Ministers generally teei it their duty to do, 
I concluded to write Mr. Blaine a private iet- 


ter, stating many things which I 
cid not think proper for a “dis- 
patch,” and, to make sure of 


having it treated as private and confidential, I 
took several precautions: First,1 did not ad- 
dress itto bim officially, as Secretary of State, 
as dispatches are addressed, but simply to The 
Hon. James G. Blaine, personal.” Second, the 
letter was marked at the top, “ personal and 
confidential.“ Third, on the face of the letter 
itseif, near the cl.se, I said. This letter must be 
treated as perfectly confidential, for your own 
eye and that of the President alone. I do not 
even copy it in the records of the lega tion. and I 
ask thut it may not be placed on file in the de- 
partment.” Now, 
I WAS SIMPLE ENOUGH 

to suppose that if it was possible to make a let- 
ter written to the gentieman who was at the 
time Secretary of State, I bad succeeded in 
making this so. I bave never given, nor do 1 
intend to give, my assent to its being made pub- 
lic, except so far as I may see fit to wake or per- 
mit it to be made public. Not because I bave 
any doubts that any matter stated in it is un- 
true. or any conciusion unwarracted, but there 
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Now,. THIS LANGUAGE, 

quoted as it has been, standing alone, might 
naturally be supposed to imply that I was ex- 
pressing my opinion in favor of having our 
Government take one of these courses. Noth- 
ing of the kind, however, is true, Taken in 
connection with the rest of the letter, it would 
be seen that I was only stating what I thought 
(and still think) would be the result if one 
of these courses shpuld not be taken. 
without intending o say that such 
u course ought be adopted, or 
that the ends to be accomplished would justify 
such sacrifices on our part. Thus. in the pas- 
sage dext following that above quoted, I say: 
“ Whether our Government ought so far to de- 
part from its traditions as to adopt any one of. 
these courses is not for me to decide, nor to dis- 
cuss the means necessary to carry any of these 
ideas into effect, nor do I express my own opin- 
jon as to the propriety of anv such project, ex- 
cept to say that | should individually be strongly 
opposed to the idea of annexation unless,” etc. | 
I am confident I never wrote any letter in which 

1 deviared myself in favor of having our 
Goverament adopt any of the courses 
above suggested. I take so part in the 
contest between Mr. Blaine and the President, 
or any member of the Government, as to any 
question of policy between them. In a subse- 
quent part of the letter, | again say in substance 
that it is not for me to express my opinion as to 
the policy co be pursued, my object being simply 
to state the facts, leaving our Government to 
decide as they shall think fit. That letter, 
WHICH WAS VERY LONG, AND I DOUBT NOT 

VERY TELIOU8, 

consisted only of a statement of facts which had 
come to my knowledge, and a few of the more 
obvious inferences from such facts, without at- 
tempting to give my own opinions or wishes as 
to the policy our Governmeut should adopt. I 
only departed from this reticenve by pro- 
nouncing my own opposition to annexation, un- 
jess. at least, it should be with the quali- 


fications 1 mentioned. And even this 
personal protest against annexation I 
feared might be considered as an 


impertinent intrusion of my own personal views 
of the policy which our Government ought to 
pursue, as that policy was none of my business 
in my subordinate posidon. But now, as to 
breach of confidence in allowing this private 
letter to Mr. Blaine, personaliy, to be published, 
I have oniy to say that, bad our positions been 
changed, and bad be written me such a letter, I 
should have feit myself bound not to permit it 
to go upon the files of the department, or to be 
published, but to treat it as confidential. 
I should have kuown that he would 
never bave written the letter if he 
had not implicitiy trusted in my 
good faith and perfect confidence. I am en- 
tirely ignorant of the manner ia which that let- 
ter, or portions of it, came to be published. 
Whether Mr. Blaine kept it so carelesiy th® 
some reporter was allowed to have access to it, 
or whether, contrary to my injunction of se- 
crecy, he left it in the State Department and it 
was thus inadvertently sent to the Senate undér 
their call. I say “inadvertently,” because I Will 
not permit myself to suspect that the present 
bead of the State Department, if he knew the 
nature of its conients and its strictly confi- 
dential character, would ever have 
given it out for publication, as 
he, at least, bed no motive for such a procecd- 
ing. I telegraphed Mr. Blaine from Lansing on 
the Sist ult., the moment I saw the publication 
in Tae CaicaGo TRIBUNE of the 28th, inquiring 
whether that publication was authorized or as- 
seated to by him, to which be repiied by tele- 
gram the same day that be bad not seen THE 
TRIBUNE, but that be bad not authorized or as- 
sented to the publication of any letter from me, 
“confidential or otherwise.” I am very ttuly 
yours, I. P. CB RISTIANCY. 
IN A POSTSCRIPT, 
Judge Christiancy notices Mr. Blaine’s dis- 
patch to him, already made public, and says: 
Iwill say here,in passing, that the letter in 
question was the only confidential letter I had 
ever written to him; that in my telegram to him 
Ispoke of itasmy confidential anu personal 
letter, and I do not see bow be could have mis- 
taken the letter I referred to. But be can ex- 
plain. And now, finally, I wish to say that I have 
the original draft of the letter in question, 
which was copied by my clerk, signed and sent 
to Mr. Blaine, the address of which as written 
by me is as stated above. I have no reason to 
suppose that my clerk biundered in copying it, 
or that I would have overlooked tbe error if be 
had. though this is of course barely possibie. I 
sball not, however, believe it untill see it. I 
have telegraphed the present Secretary of State 
TO LEARN HOW THAT LETTER CAME TO BE 
PUBLISHED, 
and what parts of it bave been published, and 
am awaiting his reply. Until better informed I 
make no charge against any one, but. whether 
by accident, inadvertency, or design, I think an 
intelligent public will agree with me that there 
bas been one of the grossest breaches of private | 
confidence ever committed in connection with 
tne State Department, and that not in aid of but 
against the public interests. 


SPRINGER’S RESOLUTION 
ASKING TO KNOW ALL ABOUT IT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 3.—Springer, of 
Illinois, sought to obtain the floor in the 
House today to offer the following resolu- 
tion, but, failing to do so, he will offer it 
Monday next: 

WHEREAS, There bas appeared in newspapers 
what purports to be a circular letter dated De- 
partment of State, Washington. Nov. 29, 1881. 
and signed by the late Secretary of State in the

Once more Mr. Blaine is heard from in 
connection with the South American com- 
plication—this time in an open letter to the 
President relative to the change of policy on 
the question of assembling in Washington a 
congress of American States to agree on 
some mode of arbitrating differences as a 
means of avoiding future wars. This 
poli¢y, Mr. Blaine reminds the President, 
was agreed on by President Garfield, 
and on the succession of Gen. Arthur 
to the Presidency the proposed invitation 
was submitted to him and by him approved, 
and under his instructions was delivered to 
the various American Governments. The 
instructions of Secretary Frelinghuysen to 
Trescott in effect canceled this invitation on 
the ground that the President feared that the 
assembling of such a congress might give ot- 
fense to some European Powers. Mr Blaine 
expresses astonishment and dismay that such 
a reason should be assigned in explanation 
of the abandonment of the proposed 
congress. He regards it as a volun- 
tary humiliation of the United States 
Government that it should be compelled to 
ask leave of Europe before inviting a con- 
gress of American States. He has yet to 
hear of the United States being salicited by 
European Governments for its ass@nt to the 
holding of a European congress, and he can 
see no reason why we should ask permission 
of any European Power to held a congress 
to regulate affairs on the American Conti- 
nent. He begs the President not to revoke 
the invitation, which, he urges, was not 
mine, but yours,” being sent by Biaine as 
the President’s Secretary. Mr. Blaine gives 
many reasons why the invitation should not 
be revoked and why the proposed cougress 
of American States should be held.

THE FREE WHISKY CHAMPION. 

Mr. Speaker Keifer’s more tariff Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means has been checked 
in its wild scheme of increasing taxation. 
The enthusiastic and gushing McKinley has 
had the brakes placed upon the machine by 
which he proposed to ride over the Supreme 
Court and over all branches of the Govern- 
ment which did not subscribe to his theory 
that the tariff laws must be construed as al- 
ways meaning to prohibit importation. His 
dill, which he intended to report and have 
passed in forty-eight hours, has been re- 
called by the committee. This bill proposed 
to raise the duty on all forms of steel of 
which steel rails might be made from $12 to 
$56 per ton, or from G to 210 per cent. 

Some six years ago there was auother very 
ardent and very sanguine Ohioan, Gen. Tom 
Ewing, elected to Congress. He had prom- 
ised the people of his district that if elected 
he would have the law vroviding for specie 
payments repealed within thirty days after 
the meeting of the House. Mr. MeKinley’s 
pledge to the More Tariff Convention that he 
would have the decisions of the Treasury 
and of the courts set aside by placing a duty 
of 356 per ton on steel blooms is probably to 
fail as fgnobly as that of Tom Ewing. It is 
true that the committee, led away by the en- 
thusiasm of McKinley, agreed that the bill 
should be reported, but since then the com- 
mittee has weakened—not that McKeever’s 
pets are unwilling to tax s eel blooms 210 per 
cent, or even to make it high treason to im- 
port steel in any form—but the committee 
are notanxious to be defeated, as the indica- 
tions now are that such a bill will be. 

The committee is seriously entangled. It 
isan old trick of wily politicians to join an 
adverse party, and, introducing discord, di- 
vide and defeat it. Mr. Sam Randall has 
joined hands with the Republican protestion- 
ists on the committee. Randall outhow!s all 
his colleagues for protection. But Randall 
has his price. In consideration of an in- 
creased tax on such luxuries as cotton shirts 
and woolen coats and pants, and on women’s 
woolen goods and hosiery, and on boots and 
shoes, and hats, Mr. Randall demands a re- 
duction of the tax on such necessaries of life 
as whisky. Randall is willing to tax such a 
luxury as sugar 100 per cent, because his 
party friends use no sugar—they take theirs 
raw. Randall is willing to tax every woman 
or girl in the land 75 per cent on every scrap 
of ribbon they may wear, and 100 per cent 
on all the little articles of finery for their 
toilets, but he asks that his friends be 
allowed to enjoy the aromaof the distillery 
free. Randall is willing that the committee 
shall increase the present tax of 35 per cent 
on corks to 80 per cent—his friends have no 
use for corks; à corncob stopper is all they 
need: The price, therefore, which Randall 
demands for permitting any more tariff on 
anything is that the great necessary of life. 
without which the Democratic party would 
perish from inanition, is that whisky shall 
be made absolutely and unquestionably free. 
Pig-iron and steel, horseshoe iron and sad- 
irons, crinoline and hairpins! corsets and 
hosiery, gaiters and eyelets, laces and silks, 
and undergarments; everything that man or 
woman puts on when dressing, everything 
that men and women use in housekeeping 
from the salt on the dinner-table to the 
sheets on the bed, from the carpet on the 
floor to the soap on the washstand, Mr. Rau- 
dall is willing shall be taxed from 50 to. 500 
per cent, so whisky may be free. He is 
willing to double the tax on the light of 
heaven that enters through even the com- 
moyest 6x8 window pane; he is willing to 
tax the heat that is produced from coal in 
the humbiest steve; he is willing to tax the 
atmosphere we breathe through the wire 
screens of doorways, but he proposes to die 
in harness before he will permit any of these 
things unless the committee agree that what 
is more essential than heat, air, and light— 
whisky—shall be released from the shackies 
placed on it by despotism. 

Mr. Randail points out to his colleagues 
that a Senator from IIlinols, one Logan, has 


contrived an insidious scheme to maxe the 


tax on whisky not only perpetual, but to 
employ that tax to reduce the consumption of 
the very elixir of life. This man Logan has 
a measure which proposes to take the pro- 
ceeds of this tax on whisky and distribute it 
among the States to encourage education, 

provide school-houses, employ teachers, and 
teach the children of the land to read. write, 
and cipher, and, by thus giving them an ip- 
centive to industry and thrift, weaken and 
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our d institutions? Thore are no les s 
than 10.000 saloonkeepers and barkeepers 
in Philadelphia alone, and all of them voters. 
Ave these people not entitled to protection ? 
Shall the barkeeper be suppressed to make 
room for the schoolmaster? Shall! the saloon 
be closed, or converted into a school-house ? 
Shall the revel, and the orgie, and the row, 
and the stabbing and slugging, and the mur- 
der among drunken men give way to the 
happy scenes of joyous boys and girls min- 
gling their laughter and song with the study 
of letters? Can the committee hesitate in 
repealing all tax on Whisky before it is too 
late, and before this Logan bill shall provide 
for the ultimate extinction of the great Dem- 
ocratic party of Tilden, and Hancock, and 
Randall ? 

Pending the consideration of Randall’s 
terms, pending the consideration of the al- 
ternative of free whisky or free schools, 
pending the choice of school-teachers or bar- 
keepers, pending the choice between educa- 
tion, intelligence, and industry on the one 
hand and the encouragement of whisky-deal- 
ing by a free gift of $50,000,000 a year, the 
Committee of Ways and Means have placed 
Mekluler in a strait-jacket, and the more- 
tariff scheme is held under advisement. 
Randall's defense of hig party is undoubdt- 
edly a big card for him. The man who Is in- 
strumental in having the whisky tax abol- 
ished need fear rio rivais in a Democratic 
convention. He will be hailed as a Moses 
leading the Democracy out of bondage. 
Every cross-road in the land will honor him. 
His likeness will be blown in every pint or 
quart whisky-flask in America, and mingled 
with the stars of the Union will be the 
motto: “Millions for free whisky; not a 
cent for schools.“ Speaker McKeever hardly 
anticipated, when he put Sam Randall on 
that Committee of Ways and Means, that he 
was nominating the next Democratic candi- 
date fur Speaker.

M’KINLEY'S BILL FOR RAISING THE TAX 
ON STEEL BLOOMS. 

A fair specimen of the protection idea of 
“adjusting,” or “correcting,” or * equaliz- 
ing’ the tariff is furnished by McKinley’s 
bill to increase the duty on steel blooms. A 
brief recital of the facts that have led up to 
this proposition will iilustrate the design and 
effect which McKinley has in view. 

When the tax on steel rails was fixed at 828 
a ton such rails were worth from $70 to $80 
per ton in England, and the duty of $25 per 
ton amounted to 40 or 45 per cent ad valorem. 
This rate of taxation on American purchas- 
ers of steel was regarded at that time as 
furnishing ample protection“ to American 
steelmakers, and it cannot be denied that it 
certainly imposed sufficient burdens upon the 
American consumeré But the remarkable 


English invention of What ls known as the 


mer process of making steel rails di- 
rect from molten pig-metal from the furnace 
reduced the cost to $28 or $50 per ton in 
Great Britain. Thus the specific tax of 828 
per ton therefore jumped up from 40 to 
about 100 per cent ad valorem, and furnished 
over double the amount of protection to 
manufacturers and imposed over double the 
amount of ate on consumers that was 
originally intended by Congress. It was not 
long before the Bessemer process was im- 
pasted into this country, where some eleven 
steel mills, who bought the patent, enjoy a 
monopoly thereof under the patents, and are 
enabled by the excessive duty to charge for 
the steel thus produced fully twice as much 
as the same rails cost in England. Steel rails 
which can be delivered in New York by the 
English manufacturer for $30 a ton are sold 
by the American manufacturer for $60 a ton, 
or thereabouts, because a tariff tax is imposed 
on the former, which, though originally de- 
signed to be about 40 per cent ad valorem, 
has become fully 100 per cent owing to the 
enormous reduction in the cost of making 
steel rails by the Bessemer method. 

‘Lhe cheap process of producing steel rails 
direct from the vig metal and the tendency 
to improve the condition of the American 
ralltoads very nearly wiped out the demand 
for the iron rails, and the large number of 
jron-rail mills that are not included in the 
Bessemer monopoly were confronted with 
ruin. Before these iron mills were com- 
pelled to suspend, however, they discovered 
that they could import from Europe steel 
blooms at a duty of 45 per cent, and at that 
rate compete with the Bessemer pool tn the 
manufacture of steel rails at present prices. 
**Blooms”’ is the name given to that form of 
steel which has not yet been rolled into ralis. 
The Treasury Department ruled that steel in 
that condition should be admitted ata rate 
fixed by law for matufactures of steel not 
otherwise provided for—viz.: 45 per cent ad 
valorem. So long as the eleven Bessemer mo- 
nepolists in this country should continue to 
avail themselves to the fullest extent of the 
100 per cent duty on steel rails, the iron 
mills found that they could import stee! 
blooms at 45 per cent and manutacture stee! 
rails thereform as cheaply as the Bessemer 
pool were willing to sell their product, and 
thus they have been able to keep their mills 


running and their thousands of workmen⸗ 


employed. 

Here is the inequality ’’—a specitic tax on 
steel rails of S28 per ton, which is now 
equivaient to about 100 per cent, though it 
was originally designed to be only 40 ver 
cent, and an ad valorém tax of 45 per cent on 
steel blooms. 
fair plan for correcting such incongruous 
duties would be to reduce the specific tax on 
steel rails to about 812 per ton, so as te make 
the ad valorem rate about the same that was 
originally intended, and thus equalize the 
duties between steel rails and steel blooms. 

Is this what Mr. McKinley. in his role of 
equalizer, proposes? By no means. He and 
other cormorants desire that the clique of 
manufacturers who enjoy the patent monop- 
oly of fhe Bessemer process shall continue 
‘o be protected“ against consumers at the 
rate of 100 per cent, and to that end, with an 
impudence that would make Satan biush, 
has introduced a bill which will have the 
importers of steel 
blooms at the rate of two and a quarter cents 
per pound, or $55 per ton, which is equiva- 
lent to an ad valorem duty of about 180 per 
cent, or about four times as much as the 
present duty on steel blooms. ‘The effect of 
this eminently patriotic project will be not 
merely to perpetuate a tax of 100 per cent on 
American consumers of steel rails, but also to 
crush out of existence ail the American iron 
mills which, under the present condition of 
things, are able to compete with the Bes- 
semer works in the manufacture of steel 
rails. Some of these same iron mills are 
located in the Mahoning Valley, which 
is in McKinley’s district; but he ap- 
parently has no regard for their in- 


‘terests and no concern for the thou- 


sands of workmen who may be thrown 
out of employment as a result of his proposed 
monopoly “readjustment.” It is evident 
that McKinley’s dominant idea is, that special 
bounties must be maintained at the highest 
figure which they have ever reached, and that 
any effort at correcting incongruous duties 
must be based ou an increase of the lower 
duties instead of a reduction of the excessive 
duties on the American people. The fact 
that in this instance the Bessemer monop- 
oly will be the only beneficiary of such an

more of an objection in McKinley’s eyes than

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THE EGYPTIAN CBISIS. 

At last what looks very much like a crisis 
has come in Egypt, and so serious that it 
would appear England and France must show 
their hands and intertere to prevent a polit- 
ical revolution which may otherwise serious- 
ly interfere with their business of squeezing 
the orange. It is only a month ago that these 
two Powers delivered theilt note to their in- 
strument, the Khedive, guaranteeing to sup- 
port him, and all Egypt has been in turmoil 
ever since, encouraged by the evident eold- 
ness with which Germany, Austria, Kus- 
sia, and Italy regarded the note. The army at 
once manifested hostility to European inter- 
vention, and brought such a pressure to bear 
upon the Chambers that trouble soon arose 
between thein and the Anglo-French Control- 
lers-General. This trouble was emphasized 
when Cherif Pasha, the Prime Minister, de- 
manded that the Chambers should surrender 
the right of voting thebudget. He threatened 
to resign if they persisteu in their intention, 
but they remained firm with the support of 
the army, and Cherif Pasha did not carry out 
his threat. The next legisiation of impor- 
tance to come up was the draft of an organic 
law. Cherif Pasha again dictated to the 
Chambers, but they only appointed a com- 
mittee to walt upon him aud demand his sig 
nature to the draft. He esdapen the re- 
sponsibility by referring them the Khe- 
dive and then deserting the sinking ship by 
resignation, taking the whole Cabinet with 
him. The impotence of the Khedive is 
shown by his failure to do anything until he 
had consulted with the English and French 
Consuls. The gravity of the situation is 
shown by the resignation of the Prime Min- 
ister, who, as well as the Khedive, was un- 
der foreign influences and opposed to the 
national party. If England and France 
were in favor of the law it is evident that 
the Khedive would have signed it; and his 
reference of it to them indicates the danger 
of an immediate conflict between himself 
and the national party and army, in which 
he could not keep his throne a single day, 
as he is a ruler without followers, except 
the feeble body-guard which surrounds him, 
unless England and France come to his res- 
cue. When these two Powers are compelled 
to act together and send their troops into 
Exypt, what then? In the last number of 
Puck there is a picture which hints at the 
result of a joint occupation. Two fierce- 
looking dogs (England and France) are run- 
ning off with a bone (Egypt), each having 
one end in his mouth. When it comes tothe 
division of the bone, which dog will get it? 
The Kbedive having refused to form a new 
Ministry without the consent of England and 
France, and the Chambers not being inclined 
to do so, Arabi Bey, the commander of the 
army, cuts the Gordian knot by forming one 
himself and compelling the Chambers to ac- 
quiesce. This makes an issue which can 
only be met by armed intervention. The 
orange can never be squeezed if Arabi Bey 
is allowed to be aictator. 

THE JEANNEITE SURVIVORS. 

The feeling of relief which was expe 
rienced when it was announced that the 
Jeannette had been found must change to 
one of sadness as the mournful! details come 
in. The dispateh from Lieut. Danenhower, 
printed yesterday, is full of pathos. One 
boat has not been heard from at all. Lieut. 
De Long himself has been heard from, 
Lieut. Danenhower having found a record 
from bim in a deserted hut on the Lena 
River, containing the announcement that 
they had been there in September, fourteen 
in all, with two days’ provisions. A few 
days later one of tne little band died. On 
the 2ith of October, two of them, who had 
been sent ahead for relief, after traveling 
south fifteen days, were discovered in 
a starving, freezing condition by na- 
tives. Since then nothing has been heard 
from Lieut. De Long or his party, the very 
last trace of them being in one of those vast 
wildernesses on the Lena which might be 
searched for months without avail, as those 
who are looking for them cannot advance a 
step without cutting and digging their way 
through the snow in a region which is desti- 
tute of food of any kind. In the meantime, 
the little band under Lieut. Danenhower, 
though in communication with the civilized 
world, is suffering. Some are sick. One has 
gone insane, and the Lieutenant himself has 
lost one of his eyes. 1 

The New York Herald, reviewing the dis- 
patches which have been sent, comes to the 
following conclusions as to the course of the 
Jeannette: 

It now clearly appears that the Jeannette eu- 
tered the ice on Sept. 6, 1878, In the vicinity of 
Herald Island, and was thence drifted for twen- 
ty-ona montbs “to the northwest.” She must, 
tbervitore, have passed round tbe east and north 
sides of Wrangell Isiand. and was borne in the 
northwess current observed by Lieut. Berry in 
the Rodgers last summer when off the north- 
western coast of Wrangeli Land. The porat at 
which the Jeannette was crushed and sunk on 
the 12th of last June was in 76 degrees 15 min- 
utes north and 146 degrees W minutes east. But 
if her line of drift wus due northweat from Her- 
ald Island it seems probable she reached a cun- 
siderably higher polar latitude than that at 
which sue Was overcome by the tremendous ice 
pressure. That she could endure Wie strain of 
crushing glacial forves for tweaty-one months, 
and with “her furefoot twisted from Jan. 1, 
1879, is the best possible evidence that she was 
sent forth fortified and armored in the most 
perfect manner, and that ber ultimate destruc- 


tion was due to mountainous ice masses which 
no structure of human buiid can resist. 


Much as we admire the pluck and hero- 
ism of the crew of the Jeannette in brav- 
ing the polar dangers, and the courage 
and skill manifested by the officers 
after their vessel sank in getting their 
men across the ice to the main land and. 
trying to seeure their safety, what com- 
pensation for it allis therein the sight of 
these starving, freezing, dying men, wander- 
ing helplesty and hopelesly about in those 
vast Siberian wildernesses of snow, thou- 
sands of miles away from the assistance of 
their fellows? We can admire the heroism 
and endurance of these men, but with that 
admiration comes the irresistible feeling that 
their lives have been squandered and that 
their sufferings have no recompense. How 
much longer will these sacrifices to the grim 
Arctic Moloch continue ? How much longer 
wiil galiant men throw away their lives in 
the profitiess, useless search for an im- 
possibility? How much blessing might be 
achieved for the world if only a tithe of this 
money and of human courage and endeavor 
were expended upon a visible, practical pur- 


pose ? 
— 

Tue defeat of the Gambetta Ministry in the 
French Chambers, and the consequent resig- 
nation of Gambetta and his associates, is 
liable to prove much more injurious to the 
future destinies of France than has at first 
been supposed. Although the Republican 
party in both the Senate and Chamber of 
Devuties is enormously in the majority, ils 
composition isso discurdant that no united 
action on its part can be relied on. The 
groups into which it is divided are numer- 
ous. Each has its own ideas. Each differs 
most radically in its ideas from the others, 
and, though all call themselves Republicans, 
and would vote as a unit in every matter en- 
dangering the republican form of govern- 
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expressed 
in his behalf, would stren his hold of 
his party in both Chambers and enable him 
to direct it by a majority sufficiently large 
and anent to enabdle him to carry out his 
ideas. No sooner, however, did the French 
Parliament meet than hediscevered his error. 
Republicans at once to divide into 
groups largely unsympathetic with if not 
antagonistic to him. His remaining at the 


head of the Government was therefore buta 


question of time, and he seems to have pre- 
ferred bringing the matter to an issue at once 
by proposing such constitutional reforms as 
would result in harmonizing the Kepublican 
party in both Houses rather than to await an 
adverse vote upon any future measures he 
might advocate. 


It is probable that the De Freycinet Minis- 


try which has sueceeded that of Gambetta 
will be short-lived. In fact, it Is believed 


that no Ministry, under the present election 


laws of France, can hope for permanency. 
Each will be defeated by adverse Parlia- 
mentary votes at short intervals, since the 
peeple of the country, always friendly to 
Gambetta, will be wearted out with such nu- 
merous Governmental changes and once 
more, in spite of politicians, recall him to 
power. | | 

The indications are that the French Gov- 
ernment, under these various changes, will 
become more and more radical. Everything 
points to this conclusion. Clemenceau, and 
perhaps even Rochefort himself, may not un- 
reasonably hope to see themselves before a 
great while prominentin the Government. 
Their appointment could have but one re- 
sult. It would bring Gambetta back to er, 
having more the confidence of the French 
people than he has ever had and with greater 
power than he has yet wielded.

GOV. CULLOM AND CRIMINAL LAW RE- 
FORM. 


It is understood that a strong pressure has 
been brought to bear on Gov, Cullom to pre- 
vent the subject of a reform of the criminal 
procedure from being included in the call 
for a special session of the Legisiature. The 
effort to this end has been p.ivately made. 
No responsible person has publicly engaged 
in it. No meetutgs have been held, no peti- 
tions have been prepared, no open defense of 
the present vicious modes of procedure in 
criminal cases has been attempted. But the 
professional bondsmen, the jury-fixers, the 
shyster-lawyers who hang about the criminal 
courts, and “the successful criminal law- 
vers have made common cause, and have 
presented their case secretly to the Governor 
through the few unscrupulous politicians of 
Cook County who sympathize with them. 

A swall number of country legislators 
may innocently have lent their names and 
influence to aid the criminal classes of Cook 
County in defeating the movement for re- 
form. To the extent that this is true the 
members of the Legislature outside of Cook 
County have been grossly deceived. Be- 
cause they do not suffer so severely as the 
people of this city from the present abortive 
procedure, it does not follow that they have 
not a great interest in having it reformed. 
They and their constituents are liable at any 
time to be called to the city by pleasure or basi- 
ness; and whenever they do so they are sub- 
jected more than the residept citizens to the 
insults, depredations, and bodily assaults of 
the criminal classes. It is for their interest 
as well as for that of the inhabitants of Cook 
County that life and property in the metrop- 
olis of the State should be reasonably secure. 
Andyeven if this were not so, it is a duty 
which the State owes to all its citizens alike 
to protect them in the enjoyment of their 
rights and privileges. 

Citizens of Illinois have a special reason 
now to be ashamed of the criminal procedure 
of this State. They have lately seen au lll- 
nois criminal lawyer on trial for the murder 
of the President of the United States. They 
have followed his tortuous and contradic- 
tory defense, conducted by two other Illinois 
criminal lawyers, and based on a truthful 
statement of the Illinois law. They have 
realized that, if the murder had been com- 
mitted here and the trial taken place in Cook 
County, the prisoner could not have been 
punished in any way according to the forms 
of law. It would have been a necessity of 
the case that he should be hanged by a vigi- 
lance committee. For there is no power in 
the courts or in the laws of Lilinois to pun- 
ishany man whois able to make out a prima 
JSacte case of insanity in hisown behalf. If 
Guiteau had been tried in this county he 
would have been accorded three trials, asa 
matter of right, and on one of them he would 
have been acquitted or sent to an insane 
asylum, if be had not long: before been 
hanged by a mob. 

The administration of criminal justice in 
lilinois contrasts painfully with the swift and 
certain operanon of the laws in New Jersey. 
In a quarter of a century no man of wealth 
or position has been punished for crime in 
Cook County. There have been bank-robbers 
here—many of them—but none of them has 
been convicted and sent to the penitentiary. 
Compare the cases of Endicott, Spencer. and 
others that could be named with that of Os- 
car L. Baldwin, the defaulting Cashier in 
Newark, N. J. His crime was discovered 
barely three months ago, and he is now in 
the State’s Prison under sentence for fifteen 
years. If he had resided in Illinois he need 
never have been punished. It would only 
have been required of him to divide bis ese 
der with“ the successful criminal lawyers,” 
and live peacefully with the portion that 
should remain to him in a more congenial 
climate. 

These are facts that the Governor may be 
expected to bear in mind when he is coming 
to a decision on this important question. As 
he knows the law himself and has endeav- 
ored to administer it faithfully, he must be 
aware that it is defective; that it is totally in- 
sufficient for the purposes of a State of 3,000,- 
000 inhabitants; that it is a standing Invita- 
tion to the criminal classes of the United 
States to Invade our elties; and that this in- 
vitation has been accepted in the generous 
spirit in which it was offered. 

The Governor has only toconfess that there 
is need of reform in order to put himself in 
the position of being bound in duty and 
honor to include the subject in his call for 
the extra session. Itis no argument against 
such a call to say that it would detain the 
Legislature too long, or that the matter 
would not be properly considered if it should 
come up. Nor will it do to say that a subject 
of such magnitude ought to be reserved for 
a regular session, or that it should be re- 
ferred to a commission. The Governor’s re- 
sponsibility would cease when the call was 
issued. Then the action or non-action of the 
Legislature would not be his affair. 

There is no good reason why the subject 
should detain the Législature long. A num- 
ber of bills could be prepared and handed in 
by competent lawyers when the Legislature 
met. They could beconsidered and digested 
in separate committees while the Apportion- 
ment bills were being prepared by other com- 
mittees. If a commission should be deemed 
desiaable, it would be appointed and could 
present its report to the regular session. But 
a commission appointed in January, 18383, 
would not de able to report until the session 
of 1885, which would mean at least four 
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stituents. Criminal law reform would have 
little or no chance of being tonsidered in the 
bustle and contusion of a regular session; 
whereas it would be put in a fair ond 2 
adoption in a special session. There 
be another special session until another 3 
portionment is to be made, ten years hence. 
Wilf the Governor give the people of Cook 
County the opportunity they desire to pre- 
sent this subject to the special session of the 
Legislature? Will he permit the Legislature 
to consider it?

The impertinence of the position 
taken by the whisky men is notably increased 
by the facts that there is still a National debt 
amounting to 82.000, 000,000. that the people 
of the United States are oppressed by excess- 
ive taxes on many of the necessaries of ute, 
that a direct tax on farms and homes is levied 
to support the schools, that every Govern- 
ment in the world maintains an excise on the 
manufacture of whisky, that any abatement 
in the whisky tax would goto the distillers 
and dealers and not to the consumers, and by 
a number of other circumstances which 
should always make whisky the very first 
thing to tax and the very last thing to 
release from taxes so long as taxation. 
shall be necessary to the support of 
the Government. It will be interesting 
to note what influence the whisky lobby 
shall be able to exert by appealing to the 
“ private ear of Congressmen; but, in the 
meantime, every member of Congress may 
rest assured that the proposition to reduce 
the whisky tax will be condemned by nine 
people out of ten, including even the whisky- 
drinkers, and that every Congressman who 
lends himself to such a scheme will be sub- 
jected to a suspicion of improper influence, 
whether from a desire to favor a class which 
has earned a reputation for dishonesty by 
fraudulent evasions of the tax, or with thé 
purpose of saving excessive items of tax on 
other products the benetit of some other | 
special class. 


Tur detailed Ohio men in the Chicago 


Custom-House (at the request of Collector 
Spalding) have packed their carpet-bags,

EUROPEAN GREED. 


EXCITEMENT AS THE TIME TO GRAB FOR 
EGYPT APPROACHES. 


Loypow, Feb. 3.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Times vouches for the following: 
“On handing to De Freycinet the portfolio 
ot Prime Minister, Gambetta said he deemed 
it pecessary to communicate’ his views 
on three points: Firstly, the speedy 
settlement of a commercial treaty responded 
to the real interests of France as much as to 
those of England. Secondly, he had in- 
structed Roustan to study the means of giv- 
ing Tunis an organization embracing an ad- 
ministration of financial, judicial, and mili- 
tary matters in the spirit of what has been 
done in Algeria, He had intended carry- 
ing this out as speedily as pos- 
sible by plactng experienced officials 
at his disposal, protected by the prolonged, 
if not definitive, presence of special troops, 
to be created for the French protectorates, 
Thirdly, he reminded De Freycinet that En- 
gland had accepted the project of armed in- 
tervention in the event of Egypt falling into 
anarchy.” 

BLANK DENIAL. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: “So far from 
England readily assenting to the dispatch of 
a joint force to Egypt, Gambetta never made 
such a proposal, which he knew would be 
certain to be rejected. Ifthe worst comes, the 
Governinent may. indeed, have armed inter- 
vention in contemplation, but this might be 
effected by the dispatch ot a limited numberof 
Turkish troops, under control of the West- 
ern Powers. So long as each new Ministry 
respects treaties and maintains order, we 
shail be well content.”’ 

“ ABSOLUTELY UNTRUE.”’ 

The News declares that the statement that 
Gambetta had propused to England joiut 
armed intervention in the event of Egypt 
falling into anarchy is absolutely untrue. 

FURTHER AS TO WHAT GAMBETTA SAID. 

Paris, Feb. 8.—Gambetta informed De 
Freycinet that the project for joint inter- 
vention in Egypt was arranged so as to avoid 
all possibility of a conflict between En- 
gland and France; that the troops in 
tended for that purpose were scattered 
among the different garrisons in the south 
ot France, and were ready to be sent to 
Egypt directly, where they would form s 
sufficient: contingent to codperate with En- 
glish troops. ‘The two Powers, he said, had 
also agreed as to what should be regarded as 
an anarchical situation, such as the fall of 
Cherif Pasha, Prime Minister, in resisting 
the demands of the notables, or his mainte- 
nance in power after submitting to their de- 


mands. 

THE OTHER POWERS. 

Lowpow, Feb. 3.—A Constantinople corre- 
spondent of the Times says: “The Dra- 
gomans of Russian, German, Austrian, and 
Italian embassies have made verbal commu- 
nications to Assim Pacha, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, that their Governments desired 
the maintenance of status quo in Egypt, any 
modification of which would require the as- 
sent of all the great Powers.“

We have information from Brownsville, Tex., 
regarding a rather sanguinary encounter in 
which our friend and Golaborer, C. H. Summers, 
ie pictured as acting an ſuportant part, and 
in which, although the affair was not 
of bis seeking. Mr. Summers has exhibited 
a degree of coolness and courage which adds 
not a little to the esteem ju which he was al- 
ready neid. The story, as We have it, is that 
Mr. Summers, electrician of the Western Union 
‘Telegraph Company, from Chicago, teft Browns- 
ville on Tuesday last, accompanied by Sheriff 
Beyto, fur Santa Maria, to inspect a 
route for a proposed extension of the 
Western Union lines to Laredo. 
While en route, the Sherif received 
a warrant for the arrest of two criminals: and 
three men, two of whom were the compilaintants 
and the other a Deputy Sherilf, were added to 
the party. On reaching & ranch twenty-four 
miles north of Brownsville, where the Sheriff 
expected to find his game, be was 

MET BY TWO WOMEN, 
who informed bim that one of two men who 
were seen plowing io a field Was one of the par- 
ties be was in search of. The Sheriff started 
toward them, but had gone onlyafew yards 
when be heard rapid firing in the house. Re- 
turnigg to the house be found Summers stand- 
ing in the road, with a six-shooter pointed ata 
Mexicaa who was hol up both hands. 
ON ENTERING THE HOUSE, 
the Sheriff found tying dead on tue floor Frau- 
cisco Flores and Memora Rosa. Leonardo Flores 
lay dead about ten feet from the house, all 
three having deen sbot. The Sheriff 
started in pursuit of the murderers. 
When about 500 or 600 feet trom the house he 
was tired upon from the roadside. The Sheritf 
returned the fire, emptying bis six-shooter, and 
killed Eifzado. Had the murderers succeeded in 
killing the Sberiff, itis thought Summers aiso 
would have met a similar fate.” 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

BRownsvI.uE, Tex., Feb. 2—Tuesday last, C. 
H. Summers, electrician of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, from UCbicago, accompanied 
dy Sheriff Beyto, left here for Santa Maria, to 
inspect the route of the military telegraph, 
with a view to extend the Western Union 
lines along the route to Laredo.

AMUSEMENTS. 


“Fidelio” at Haverly’s Theatre. 

Itis more than ten years since the Parepa- 
Rosa English opera company gave a perform- 
ance of Beethoven's opera of Fidelio“ at the 
old Crosby Opera-House-" It Is not a lyric work 
with which opera-gcers are familiar, nor is it 
one often included in the répertoire of an 
operatic troupe. lu its way it is as different as 
* Lobengrin”™ from the operas usually present- 


ed, and a satisfactory ropresenta@on is bardly 
ever expected when “ Fidelio”’ is aunounced for 
the evening's performance. Nor is ita popular 
work. It is too delicate for that. Its tinely- 
wrought barmonies have to be comprebended 
before they cau be enjoyed, and to understand 
them requires musica! development and feeling. 
It was Becthoven's mission to perfect instru- 
mental music as the language of feeling and of 
the sentiment. But this crusade of the great 
master was unrecognized by the masses upon 
whom operatic works, most depend for their 
continued existence. @¥idetio Was first given 

in 1805, and was a failure. That Beethoven 
never wrote another operatic composition is 
somewhat remarkabie, for be evidently believed 
in bis ability to please the popular taste in time. 

He was constaotly negotiating with different 
poets, such as Korner and Griliparzer, fora li- 
bretto even down to the close of bis life, and in 
1807 made a formal proposition to the managers 
of the imperial theatres for an engagement as 
regular composer. For some reason not now 
known pone of his offers were accepted, and 
“Fideho,” or Leonore as it was originally 
called, stands alone to the credit of the great 
musician as his sole effort ja operatic composi- 
tion. He wrote several overtures, however, for 
other works, and finished at least four different 
ones for Leonore,“ two of which were beard 
bere last night. The plot of this opera 
is not particularly complicated, hav- 
ing for its theme woman's love. 
Florestan bas been unjustly cast into a dungeon 
in a Spanish State prison by Pizarro, the Gov- 
ernor, who has falsely reported bim dead to the 
authorities. Florestan's wife, Leonora, under 
the name of Fidelio, and in male attire, succeeds 
in obtaining admission to fortress where her 
husband is confined, and becomes an assistant 
to Rocco, the jailer, whose daughter, Mar- 
cellina, becomes imbued with a tender passion 
for Fide.io, while lMoceo is quite willing to accept 
bim asa son-in-law, which much disconcerts 
one Giacchino, a lover of Marcellina. Pizarro no w 
arrives, baving received a letter putting him 
on his guard agaiost the arrival of the Minister. 
who has been warned that de has victims of bis 
malice unjustly incarcerated in the fortress 
under his charge. Pizarruv deems that bis 
security lies in the immediate death of his vic- 
tim, and prevails upon Rocco to ald bim im bis pur- 
pose by digging a grave in Florestan’s dungeon. 
Fidelio, iu the nope of seeing her husband 
amvog them, induces Rocco to give the prisoners 
an airing in the garden, but falls to recognize 
him. Rocca proposes to Fidelio to help him to 
dig the grave; Fidein, who has overheard a con- 
versation between Pizarro and Rocco, wherein 
ber husband's death is arranged. is borrified, but 
deems it best to consent. Rocco and Fidelio 
descend into a dungeon, where she recognizes in 
a wretched chained prisoner ger husband; she, 
bowever, assists Rocco to dig grave. Pizarro 
arrives, and is about to stab his victim, when 
Fidelio presents a pistol at him. prociaiming her- 
self Eeonora and wife of Fiorestan. The Min- 
ister of the King now arrives, Pizarro is dis- 
rad. and the Minister testifies bis bigh ap- 
preciation of Leonora’s courage and fidelity by 
requesting ber to remove with ber own hands 
her busband’s chains.

It should be broad 
and rich, well rounded, and thorougply cultivat- 
ed. In action the personator of the loving wife 
must be an actress of no little talent and expe- 
rience. In nearly ali these qualities Mile. Dorani 
is wanting, or perhaps it would be more just to 
Say appears to be wanting. judging from her 
performance last nigbt. Miss Henninges has 
bad a good musical education, is a Cleveland 
girl, full of ambiuon, and just starting on her 
life-work. Her voice has many excelient quali- 
ties, and abounds ip promise for the fut- 
ure.

In less than 
three hours, so gréat a beadway dad the 
tlames obtained before their discovery, at 
such a disadvantage were the firemen, 
and 830 inflammable were tie contepts 
of the structure, that the elevator, together 
with its contents, were totally destroyed, mak-

The Investigation of th» Pullman Gom- 
pany.

MONTREAL, Feb. 3.—The principal witness ex- 
amined in the Pullman car itnvuiry today was 
Mr. George F. Brown, General Superintendent 
for the Company. He produced an ordersigned by 
Mr. Clark, the former Superintendent bere, cau- 
tioning the conductors and other emplovdés 
aguinst bringing goods in from the States sur- 
reptitiously, on pain of dismissal, This order, wit- 
ness stated, bad been acted on and men dismiss- 
ed for not obeying it.

Wounded ‘by a Murderous 
Burglar. 


He ‘Interfered with Ons of Two 
Thieves, and Was Shot dy 
the Other. 


The Assasins Make Their Escape, Leav- 
ing Slight Clews as te Their 


The Gallant. Officer Still Alive, but His 
Oase Considered Absolutely 


Another police officer was made the target for 
the deadly bullet of che murderous burglar yes- 


| terday morning. Just as daylight began to show 


the lonely expanse of vacant lots and the dim 
outlines of the seattered houses which constitute 
most of the four square miles of territory in- 
cluded in thé Rawson street district, Officer 
Jonn Huebner, one of the six patrolmen who 
were expected to cover the district, ran upon 
two burglars at the corner of Holt and Bradley 
streets, and, after a. momentary scuffle, the of - 
cer fell, shot in four places, and his assasins 
disappeared, leaying ua trace of their identity. 
The affair was a counterpart of the one in which 


Officer Mationey was murdered on the 
West Side last summer, As ip that 
case, the burglars had done tholr work, had been 


alarmed, and were golug away when intercepted 
by the Officer, who was killed by men leaving no 
trace behind them, 80 far as known. 

It was 3 o'clock yesterday mor umg when Mrs. 
John Henning, living at No. 5 Bauman street, 
who is an invalid, was annoyed by @ noise In the 
rear of the ry store and dwelling of Thomas 
Schwade, which is a small twu-story buliding ob 
the cvurner of Asuland avenue and Bauman 
street. Mrs. Henning raised the window curtain 
and looked out of ber window, which was on the 
second Hor. commanding the rear of Schwade's 
store, and she plainiy N 

SAW A MAN ENTER THE DOOR, 

while another man stationed himself near the 
corver of the buliding, as if in the act of watch- 
ing Mrs. Henviog called the attention of. ber 
husband and of her facber, John Glaser. who 
owns the mises, and other members of the 
family, who were sitting up with ker, to the 
mysterious actions of the men. All tooked out 
of the window, and Geciaed that they were burg- 
lars. Mr. Ferdinand Hepaning took a small re- 
volver belonging to his brother John. crept 
down a covered stairway between the are 
iu his stocktng-feet, and fired at the man s - 
ing at the corver of the store. The man was 
partially protected by the coruer of the bouse 
and tbe bullet did not reach him, thougn it went 
through the clapboards ou the side and ond of 
toe house. 

The burglar did not seem in the least sur- 
prised or ularmed, but stepped out out tuto the 
moonlight and exclaimed: * Yon are snooting 
at me, are you? G———— you, take that!" at 
the same time firing at Henning as be retreated 
up the stairs. His bullet went through the walls 
of the staircase and lod in. the side of the 
house. The burgiar then walked out of the 
alley on to Ashland avenue, and immediately 
afterward tne one ia Schwade's sture emerged 
from the back door and ran after him. and the 


two disappeared, going north on Ashland ave- 
nue. At the time of the shoot! Officers 
Foley and Kern were on Biackbawk 


street. going @est toward Ashland avenue, and, 
hearmg the reports, they rao io the direction of 
the sound.

but the two men dodged into an alley and ran 
squthward, the Officers in pursuit, and Officer 
Foley tring upoa the fugitives as often as be 
could get a glimpse of them, At this time Om 
cer Huebner was on Bradley street going west 
to Holt, and, hearing the shots coming toward 
Holt street, rau over iu that dir don to bead of 


the pursued burglars. The two men len

Dr. Bowman promes it to a depth of three inches, 
and could find no trace of the bullet. The police 
thiok itis a wander that it did not go ciear 
through Huebner’s body. as it was ured at sueh 
close range that the pewder from the pistol 
formed a circie around the bullet-bole through 
the lower iuppel ot bis coat. The physicians ex- 
tracted the bullet from bis shuulder, and it is 
thouwht that he bullet-hole through the right 
forearm may have been made by the same bul- 
let, as it entered from the outside, and Huebuer 
muy have thrown up bis arm to protect his body. 

Chief-of- Police McGarigle arrived on the scene 
of the shootme about 7 O olock, but not a trace 
of tne murderers bad been discovered, with the 
exveption of the tnding of a round, diack. 
wovolen cap, lined with bive flannel, which was 
pickep up on Asniand avenue near the scene of 
the burglary. This and the bullet extracted 
from Huebner’s shovider, and one extracted 
from the Hennings’ stairway, which correspond 
in size, both deus fired from a 44-calibre re- 
volver, furnish :

LITERATURE. : 
Memoirs of Prince Metternich. 

The fifth volume of the “Memoirs of 
Prince Metternich,” edited by Prince Rich- 
ard Metternich, and covering the period be- 
tween 1830 and 1835, has just been published. 
This was an important era in European his- 
tory, beginning with the Revolution of July 
and closing with the death of the Tmperor 
Francis, and the book gives faithful pictures 
of the statesmanship of the time, with nu- 
merous Comments on contemporary men and 
events. Metternich was always a stanch 
monarchist, hatiig and dreading republic- 
anism in every form, of which fact his let- 
ters herein published afford abundant proof. 
There is much less of general interest in this 
volume than in the first one of the series. 
Its details are dry, and require consid- 
erable familiarity with European poli- 
tics during the first third of this 
century to enable them to be 
understood and appreciated. To the histor- 
ical writer they will afford considerable light 
on many points in the Austrian diplomatic 
maneuvres of this period which have hither- 
to beep somewhat obscure. The Prime Min- 
ister Was ever on the alert to stifle any symp- 
toms of Bonapartism; he wished the Great 
Powers to concentrate their forces against 
the liberal tendencies of the people and not 
against each other; he was not blind to the 
influence of Turkey in diplomatic councils. 
Much space is devoted to a discussion of the 
French policy in Italy, to the Polish insur- 
rection ef 1830, and several chapters refer ex- 
clusively to affairs in Spain, where he sympa- 
thized with the Pretender, Don Carlos. 
Metternich was more than the Prime Min- 
ister of the Austrian Emperor, and his dis- 
patches constantly reveal the magnitude of 
the position he believed himself to occupy in 
European affairs. He was imbued with 
a sense of personal responsibility for the 
welfare of Europe. “He watched the prog- 
ress of events everywhere on the continent 
with an eagerness and intensity of interest 
evinced by no other statesman of his time. 
He bad the most positive ideas in regard to 
the domestic as well as foreign policy which 
should be pursued in all the great capitals, 
and if anything was out of gear in any por- 
tion of that complex piece of political mech- 
anism, the European system, his brow would 
be furrowed with anxious lines and his con- 
versation would be tinged with foreboding.” 
The great principle of Metternich’s diplo- 
matic efforts was to promote inactivity—to 
keep things exactly as they were left after

Brief Mention. 

“Operas, Their Writers and Their Plots“ 
e work that will be of 
service to ope and to music lovers 
generally. The author adopts the nom de 
plume of “ Notelrac,” a mysterious designa- 
tion which is rendered much more intelligi- 
ble by reading it backwards. Nor do we 
think it would be necessary to wander many 
miles away from Chicago to discover the 
identity of the writer. Some sixteen com- 
posers have short sketches of their lives pre- 
faced to the casts of characters and plots of 
their more important operas. The work is 
limited in its scope and does not embrace 
any except the best known and most fre- 
quentiy rendered works. But that is ali 
that is required to render such a book 
acceptable to opera-goers, and inasmuch as 
some knowledge of the plot is absolutely 
essential to the enjoyment of an operatic 
performance this little work should com- 
mand an extensive circulation. 


Mr. Appleton Morgan’s- work, entitled 
“The Shakspearean Myth,“ contains the 
various papers Mr. Morgan has written from 
time to time, attempting to disprove an ap- 
parently well-established fact and to sub- 
stantiate his own theory that Shakspeare 
never wrote either the plays or poems attrib- 
uted to him.

The Life of Noah Webster. 

The second volume in the American Men 
of Letters series is a condensed biograph- 
ical memoir of Noah Webster, the great 
American lexicographer. Itis the record of 
a busy life, the story of the life-work of a 
benefactor of the human race. For Amer 
ans, to whom the name a a household 
word, it possesses peculiar interest, and, 
while there is much more said avout Web- 
ster’s works, more space given to con- 
temporary events and their effect on his life, 
more chapters devoted to abstracts of his 
tenets and opinions than to those personal 
details which bring the subject of a bio- 
graphical work so near us that we are en- 
abled to follow him in his daily life, and feel 
as though he was one with us and of our 
own time, still the work has been well done 
and an entertaining volume prepared. 
Some passages pertaining to etymological 
matters will have but little general 
interest, yet they present a faithful analysis 
of Webster’s own views on matters which 
have been much discussed of late. Mr. 
Seudder realizes apparently the shortcom- 
ings of his own work, for he says: “ The 
solid expression of character which I have 
tried to outiine, is worthy of a fuller, more 
thorough treatment; and it is to be hoped 
that the sturdy life of more than three score 
years and ten, which he lived, with its 


dreams, its discoveries, its ventures, its tolls, 


and its honest achievements, may some day 
be told with all the minuteness which rec- 
ords, researches, and reminiscences will per- 
mit.“ And the value of the book is as a pre- 
liminary work—a forerunner of one which 
shall contain less Scudder and more of Web- 
ster. 

Noah Webster came from good old Puritan 
stock, his great-grandfather having been one of 
the first settlers of Hartford, and Governor of 


Connecticut, wulle his mother was a descendant j 


of William Bradford, the Piymouth Governor. 
Noah was born at West Hartford, Cona., Oct. 16, 
1758, worked on his father’s farm and went to 
the village schoo! until he was M, and thon, after 
two years’ preparatory study, entered Vale Col- 
lege in 1774. Joel Barlow, Oliver Wolcott, and 
Ashur Miller were among his classmates. In 
1777 college life was somewhat broken up and 
the classes scattered in various towns, the Junior 
class going to Glastonbury. After graduating 
be taught school, and was admitted to the bar 
in Nel. In 1782 de kept @ ciassical school at 
Goshen, N. T., and there in 17% published his 
spelling-book, waich was eno y success- 
ful. and the receipts from its sale were his 
chief reliance for support while prepar- 
ing his dictionary. In 1647 the statement 
was made that about 24,000,000 copies bad 
been published upto that time,and that the 
Saie was then averaging 000 copies a year. 
The saies for the eignt years following the Civil 
War—namely, 1866-1873—aggregated 8,196,028 
His school-books being 80 mapeint, Be at once 
saw the necessity fora copyright law, and de- 
voted much time to traveli to secure its en- 
actment by jewisiation in the different States. 
After the Revolution Webster devoted consid- 


erable time to political writing. Iu 1786 he went 


to Philadelphia at tne invitation of Franklin 
and staid there a year teaching in an Episcopal 
scbool. He established the Amirican Minerva 
newspaper in New York ia E. but abandoned 
it five years later and published a revised ver- 
sion of the Holy Seriptures. In 1806 he pub- 
lished bis firat iexicographical work. A Com- 
pendious Dicuonary of the English Langu 10 
which contained 5,000 more words than could be 
found in any other work, and in which. a fuller 
work was promised. In 18% he went to Europe 
to obtain more material and to consult the best 
authorites, and finished the dictionary

a All About Ants. 
The Honey Ants and the Occident Ants” 
title ot a very interesting work by H. 
eCook, D. D., published by J.B. Lip 
‘ ott & Co. It is nota usual thing to see 
a gcientific memoir read before an exclusive- 
Y ty scientific association republished in book 
Nfofm for popular reading, but such is the 
in the present instance. The first part 
work, that on the honey ants, will ap- 
r, as stated in the preface, in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Philadelphia Academy of 
“Natural Sciences for 1881,” and its present 
lication, a little in anticipation of its ap- 
pearance there, is due to the wishes of 
friends, to whom the general reading public 
is, in our opinion, placed under a real obli- 
gation. The second part, the “ Occident 
Ants of the American Plains,” is added by 
the author, and isin no way less interesting 
than the other, although the species of which 
it treats is structurally less notable in some 

respects. 

The honey ants are remarkable from the 
fact that one caste or portion of their work 
ers have the abdomen distended to the size 
| of a small grape with grape-sugar or honey. 
This was supposed to be stored up for some 
purpose in their economy, but very little was 
known hitherto of them otherwise, notwith- 
standing the fact that their peculiarity had 
attracted much attention from naturalists. 
Dr. McCook started in 1879 for New Mexico, 
till then the most northern known habitation 
of the insect; but discovering accidentally 
that it also occured at Manitou, Colo., he 
made his study of the species at that’ point. 
From this point he carried some of the living 
insects back with him to Philadelphia, and cou- 
tinued his observations there. He examined 
the nests, followed the workers out to their for- 

ground and nome again, saw their meth- 
ods of getting their honey, Paying toll to the sen- 
tineis at the nest, studied architecture and 
general economy Of their formicaries, as well as 
the moral and intellectual characteristics of 
their inmates, as far as possible, and as a result 
we have bere an account as interesting as a 
nove), but with the advantage of being accu- 
rate scientic information.

Feeding and Digestion, 
New York Tribune. 

Dr. G. Augustin Bowen, Woodstock, Conn., at 
the annual meeting last week of the Massachu- 
setts Board of Agriculture, said on the subject 
of winter feeding and digestion that animal 
waste varies with the species and the individual, 
the active deer requiring a much greater amount 
of food than the sluggish bear; the paung of all 
animals need also more than the mature. The 
blood. museles, and fatty portions of the body 
may be increased or affected by the kinds of 
food coasumed, The rearing of queen bees 
from ordinary eggs by special feeding is an u- 
lustration ot the influence different foods may 
exert. Milk comes nearest being a universal 
perfect food; its larwe proportion of water gives 
freedom of motion to ali the atoms which make 
up the structures the casein supplies the muscle 
and incréases growth; the sugar aids combus- 
tion, keeping the body warm: the fat lubricates 
and prevents friction, and the lime buids up 
bone. Salt is a necessary constituent of 
food, but the quantity required is very small. 
Vilmeal is a cheap, heat and fat producing 
food, and should better appreciated in 
this country. One rule of feeding will not apply 
tu all animals. The stomact of the horse is 
small (only halt the relative size of that of a 
mau). and it must be supplied often, and in small 
quantities. Liberal watering immediately after 
cating is wasteful, as it wasbes the food aiong 
too rapidly for perfect digestion. The cow's 
stomach is capacious and complicated, and de- 
signed for storme large quantities of food, Fre- 
quent feeding here becomes unnecessary, and 
may cause imperfect digestion. Twice a day is

Preserving Green Feed for Winter Use. 

It is but six years since the idea of preserving 
green feed for winter use began to attract the 
attention of Americas farmers. The method of 
preserving green crops, technically called ensil- 
age, was first practiced in France by August Gof- 

rt, who built the fret pit or silo in 187%, The 
trial resulted suecsessfully, and it was not long 
before ensilage had attracted the attention of 
English and American farmers and teeders of 
stock. The first to try the method in 
this country was the Hon. Orlando B. Potter. of 
New York, whe erected quite extensive silos in 
1875. The friends ot the system ojaim that it 
possesses enormous advantages, not only in the 
cure but in the increased value of the prod- 
uet as food, the claim being founded fon the 
fact that crops can be gathered in any weather, 
put into the pits orsilos without drying, and 
after months of such storage all the succulent 
and nutritious juices will be preserved. 

On Fridey, Jan. 27, several.bundred farmers, 
mostly representatives of Eastern States, met in 
convention at No. 57 Beekman street, New York, 


to discuss the subject of enstlage, and to com- 
pare results from experiments thus made in 
perfecting the new system. 

Mr. Potter, of New York, gave the results of 
his experience in preserving vorn, rye, the 
grasses, sorghum, and in fact neariy every kind 
of crop that is raised in that State. He thought 
red clover was the best crop for ensilage, be- 
cause it setties in the most compact mass, aud 
meets the principal requirements of the process, 
which is to exclude the air and retain the moist- 
ure. He believed that the best part of 
the crop would lost by cur 
ing or drying, and i. his experience 
was, that, when clover was properly preserved 
by ensilage. a piece about six inches cube would 
be a good ratiog for a cow, because of its com- 

actoess, He believed that crops could be kept 
n the pits or silos ten years as good as the day 
they were cut. Mr. Potter made the astonish- 
ing statement that be had raised sorghum for 
the past three years, and found it a better crop 
than corn, t would produce more milk and 
flesh to the acre than could be got from corn, 
but would exhaust the Ai more. 

Mr. Reed, of New Jersey, prescnted statistical 
tables showing the value of eusilage. He bad 
satisfied himselfof ite value by weighing his 
cows and their food and products, wifh and with- 
out ensilage, and showed by his tables that the 
same cows with enailage food would thrive and 

ive better milk and more ofit. in one cow he 

nereased the yieid of milk two pounds per day, 
and the butter was richer then before. 

Mr. Wright, of New York, described four silos 
built by himself. They were each d by # feet 
and 16 feet deep, and held about 30) tons. It re- 
quired two days to fil them, working sixteen 
men and six two-horse teams, and cost from 
to 3% cents per ton for cutting and putting the 
crop in the silos. The erop thus stored was corn, 
plaated in rows thirty-two inches apart. He got 
about 380 tons on forty acres. After storing in 
the pits, be had put ou tor pressure about 100 
pounds to the square foot, and Mr, Wright 
showed samples that had kept perfeetly. 

Several other geutiemen gave sifhiinr testi- 
mony as to the practical beuetits of the system, 
and many reports were submitted, ia every case 
giving facts to prove the method a genuine boon 
to the farmer. 

Many of the statements made by practical 
farmers at this meeting who bave experimented 
with this system of preserving green food and 
grasses will be received with more or less in- 
credulity by Western farmers, but it would 
seem to be clearly established that easilage pos- 
sesses genuine merit, and Western dairymen 
especially will doubtless soon begin eéxperi- 
menting in localities where they are cramped 
for pasture-room,

AnswerR—A lameness of a years standing 
must, as a rule, be considered incurable. As to 
your an/mal, it does not appear from your de- 
scription that the seat of the lameness is in the 
shoulder. A shrinking (atrophic condition) of 
the muscles of the shoulder is a necessary con- 
comitant, or rather consequence, of any chronic 
lameness, no matter what the cause or where 
the seat. It octars as well if the seat of the 
lameness is in the foot.as if in the knee or elbow, 
or anywhere else, because the pain caused by 
the morbid process induces the animal to favor 
the whole leg, or its muscles, and the latter, bo- 
ing thus partially inaetive, will soon commence 
to shrink. ‘This shrinking, however, will grad- 
ually disappear as soon as the cause of the lame- 
ness is removed and the mu are used again. 

Aithougnh it is difficult, and even impossible, to 
determine the nature and to locate the seat of 
the jameness from your deseription, or without 
seeing and examining the animal, the periadic-

Important Decision of the Irish Land 
Commissioners. 
Londonderry Standard, Jan. . 

The Land Commissioners (Mr. Justice O’Ha- 
gan, Mr. Litton, Q. C., and Mr. Vernon) gave 
juagmentin Dublin on Tuesday in the case of 
Thomas Ewart, tenant; the representatives of 
Maj. Gray, landlord, which was an application 
under the twenty-first section of the Land act 
to set aside the lease. The lands are situated in 
the Poor-law Union of Ballymena, County An- 
trim, their extent being thirty-six acres, statute 
measure. The present rent of the holding un- 
der the lease is £38, and the gross Poor-law val- 
uation is £20.

Shipped Today to Europe. 


Stocks were dull but strong all day. Transac- 
tions were less than 300,000 shares. European 
advices were to the effect that the tone of 
finances there was improving. No bad news 
came from Paris. Arrangements have been 
made in New York to ship nearly $2,000,000 of 
gold today to Burope, and a bad bank statement 
is expected in consequence of the exportof guid 

t bas been made this week. So far the New 
ork money market shows no signs of troubie. 
In London the Stock Exchauge is reported active 
and advancing on the better look of things at 
Paris, where rentes, and Suez Canal shares, and 
other securities dave been advancing. The sit- 
uation there has improved in part on account of 
Leon Say’s decision to restore to the money mar- 
ket as much as possible of the funds that may 
be withdrawn by the Government. 

Gould is reported to be buytue Union Pacific, 
and tb have a grand consolidadon scheme on 
hand which will cover ail the transcontinental 


business except the Northern Pacific. As to 


the last, Gould’s attacks on it in his newspapers 
indicate that he would like, if it were possible 
to repeat with it his deal in Manhattan. 

Pacific Mail made a further advafice on re- 
ports of an advantageous agreement between 
it and the Pacific railroads. 

Wall street brokers are becoming too too cos- 
mopolitan. On reports of fnancial trouble in 
Lisbon two prominent brokers yesterday sold

St. Paul earnings increased $163,000 for the 
last week in January and $404,000 in the month. 

At the close the market was, as it had been all 
day, dull and firm. 

There is an obvious connection between the 
crops of 1882, the gold movement, and prices of 
stocks and grain. Never did the crops promise 
better than now. Our information is that the 
present signs point to tho richest harvests ever 
gathered in this country. This is true not only 
of the wheat belt, but of the cotton and sugar 
regions. In Louisiana the cane looks better than 
at any time at this season since 1966. Piowing 
is now, in the veginving of February. in full 
progress in the corn belt. Prices of produce and 
stocks are high; the latter have had some re- 
action; the former are nearly as high as they 
have been. If gold keeps going out of the coun- 
try, and the crops are good, some of these prices 
will have to drop. The grain men are sure 
stocks are too high. New York papers 
representing syndicates of railroad build- 
ers express a hot hope that enough gold will go 
out to break down the Chicago Board of Trade 
speculations. Meanwhile, shrewd men are 
watching the ground with lynx eves, knowing 
that what comes out of it will determine whether 
present prices of stocks and grain will go up or 
down.

GRAIN IN SOUTHEASTERN EUROPE. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 31.—A letter appeared some 
weeks ago in the London Times from its corre- 
spondent at Odessa, in which it was stated that 
stocks of grain there of all kinds amounted to 
1,600,000 ors, or 12,000,000 bu, and that there was 
as much more held at the other ports of the 
Black Sea and those of the Sea of Af, or a total 
at South Russian ports of 24,000,000 bu. As these 
large grain stocks have lately been referred to 
in numerous newspaper articles devoted soy 
to a consideration of the future prospects of the 
wheat markets, the very erroneous impression 
bas doubtless been left on the minds of some 
that these largc Russian grain stocks consist 
mainly of wheat. 

The proportion of wheat in the Odessa grain 
stocks is probably larger than at any other 
South Russian port, and, aceording to the circu-

The Conspiracy at Camp Douglas. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaao, Feb. 3.—I read with much interest 
the account given by Maj. Cole, of Texas, of the 
operations of the Rebels in and about Chicago 
in the fail of 1844. I am giad to gave this wit- 
ness from the other side rise up at this late day 
and tell his éxperience, as it convinces many of 
old citizens of the fact of the conspiracy to de- 
stroy this city and release from Camp Douglas 
not 16,000, but 16,000 prisoners of war. (Not 
starved men, such as Andersonville coptained, 
but able-bodied men.) I nave no doubt there 
were 2.000 men from the southern part of the 
State here to aid in the scheme. We arrested 
the next day, after capturing the leaders, over 
1,000 men in and about the city who came up to 
cooperate with the prisoners when released 


I think ,though, that Maj. Cole is mistaken.gThe 
State of Illinois was a separate district, and 
Gen. Marmaduke was here to assume command, 
with other Officers as celebrated to assist. Maj. 
Castleton and Maufam bad special details. It 
you remember, Gea. Marmaduke was arrested 
here. Now a fate worse than the great fire hung 
over this city; the plans, well laid, would have 
been consummated if it had not been for the 
sleepless vigilance of Gen. B. J. Sweet, command- 
ant at Camp Dougias. He not only saved Chicago, 
but the Northwest, and was the man who thwart- 
ed Jake Thompson's plans. Maj. Cole, in his 
letter, says:

The Ex-Secretary’s Congress of Ameri- 
can Nations—Offensive and Defensive 
League Opposed—Insists on Hands Of, 
and Mind Your Own Business.

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—Close observers of public 
events will recall to mind the fact that it was 
hotly maintained by the Stalwarts, long after 
Gen. Arthur came to the Presidency, that Mr.

the Congress so far in the future as to leave 
good ground for the bope that, by the time 
named, the present situation on the South Pu- 
cific coast may be happy terminated,” etc.
